Wraereas, It being desired that another Board of
Auditors charged with similar duties ghounld be created :
Therefore,

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Stats of Minnesota:

Seorrox 1. That the said act entitled “an act to cre-
ate a Board of Auditors for the adtf'lustment of claims for
war expenditures, and to define the powers and duties
of said Board,” shall be, and is hereby amended so asto -
read as follows: There shall be elected by the Legisla-
ture of the State of Minnesots, in joint convention
assembled, at such time a8 may be agreed upon, at the

resent regnlar session of the Legislature, a special

oard of Auditors, to consist of three competent persons, .
whose duty it shall be to audit and determine, under such

roper rules and regulations as they may adopt, not
inconsistent with this act, upon the validity and amounts
of all claims or demands against this State on account of
gervices rendered, or property sold, taken or appropriated
for military purposes or for supplies, transportation, sub-
sistence, materials, munitions of war, or any other mat.
ters farnished to or taken by this State, or those claiming
to act for the State, or for the protection of the frontier
or other settlements, against Indian depredations, or the
prosecution of the Indian war now existing, or for arms,
subsistence, horses, transﬁortation or other property or
service heretofore furnished for any of the purposes
aforesaid: Provided, That the rules and regulations so
agreed qun for auditing claims, shall be published in
e daily papers of St. Paul, with the names of

slons to be pubily the Auditors thereto annexed, at least five days before

any session shall be held under this act; Frovided also,
That all sessions of said Board shall be public, and due
notice given in at least two of the dail pa(Pam of Baint
Paul. g.No claim shal} be finally auditeg and passed apon
by said Board, except in public session, The Board of
Auditors created by this act shall have no power to pre-
sent or allow any claim or any part thereof, which has
heen presented to and passed mpon by the late special
Boartf of Anditors; Provided, That said Anditors ma,
allow such frrther sums to volunteers as may be provide
for and fized by law.

Before entering upon the duties of- his office,
each of the persons so elected ss Anditors shall enter
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into bonds with two or more sufficient sureties, to be audiers ta give
approved by the Governor, in the sum of five thonsand bonds for fakhfal
dollars, conditioned for the faithful discharge of the duties Beriemiaee
of his office, and shall take and subscribe an oath of o .
office, honestly, faithfully, and impartiaﬂ& to discharge
the duties of his said office, according to the best of his
ability, which oath, signed by his name and attached
with his official bond, shall be deposited in the office of
the Secretary of State. '

Sec. 8. At such time as the said Aunditors shall desig-
nate after the said special Board of Auditors shall have
been elected and qualified, they shall assemble in Saint Auttortuy &%
Paul, at such suitable place as may be agreed npon by .oore Tic

and that on or before the first day of May, 1863, said
Auditors shall make a final report to his Excellency, the
Governor, of all their proceedings, and shall deposit all
books, papers, and vouchers with the State Auditor.

Ehall be engaged in the gnsa.g;ion of his official busi- :lmh::'-fr;“
ness, and ten cents per mile for each mile actually and cerss
necessarily travelled by him. For the purpose of aiding
in the transaction of tieir official business, and keeping
a record thereof, they may employ one competent clerk,
at o salary of three dollars per diem, to be paid in the
same manner that is herein prescribed for the payment of
the per diem of the memgers of the Board, and the
game amount of mileage to which a member of the
Board of Auditors is entitled to under this section;
Provided, That in nocase shall mileage be paid for more
than four hundred miles of travel.

no claim or demand whatever, embraced within the pro-
visions of the first section of this act, shall be audited or
allowed, exce{)t as herein provided for. Whenever an
account or claim is presented for adjustmont to said
Board, it shall be accompanied by the oath or affirmation
of the party rendering the service, or furnishing the ma-
terial for which pay is claimed, or in case of his absence
from the State, of Lis agent or attorney, or some pérson
having knowledge of the facts, and said Board may re-
quire such additional testimony as they may deem proper
to establish the correctness of such account or claim; and
in any proceeding or examination under this act, they
shall have full power to administer oaths, to send for
persons and papers, snd to issue any subpcena or process
to compel the attendance of witnesses to give testimony
on behalf of the State or such claimant, which subpcena
or process may be served by any constable or sheriff of
the State ; and any willful false swearing on the of
any person giving testimony on snch examination, or
taking any oath or affidavit in said proceedings, shall
be deemed perjury, and be punishable by imprisonment
in the State prison not less than two nor more than five
years.
